Wilson

Congress today and laid bare to the 
world the details of the nation s ef- 
forts to bring about peace in Mexico; 
the facts concerning Huerta's 
rejec- 


tion of the peaceful 
proposals and 


policies to be pursued by this flovern- 
ment. 
The president announced the 


proposals of the United States to be 
as follows: 
No armed intervention. 
Strict 
neutrality, 
forbidding 
ex- 


portation of arms or ammunition of 
any kind -from United States to any 
part of the Republic of Mexico.

more peaceful times 
and the stopping of the shipment ci 
all arms and . munitions of war into 
tne troublesome sister republic be- 
low the Rio Grande. 


Most 
Pacific. 
President Wilson met the joint ses- 
sion of Congress shortly after their 
convening at twelve forty-five. 
His 
address was brief and to the point 01 
issue he seeks to impress 
on the 
minds of the public. That the United 
btates efforts at a special souition ot 
the question of difference between 
the warring'fa'ction of Mexico having 
been refused by tne Huerta govern 
ment, we should bottle the* up ana 
let them fight it out but take care 
that no Americans 
are hurt in the 
lighting. 
Note on Way. 
Even while President Wilson was 
giving his views to Congress a new 
note from the Huerta government to 
John Lind, Wilson's special 
ambas- 
sador was being 
rushed from 
the 
City of Mexico to Vera. Cruz, where 
Lind is preparing to return to tlu 
United States, in an effort to havt 
its contents reach Washington before 
AVilson readsi his message to Con 
gress. Evidently it had not arrivec 
lor Wilson 
gave his 
address 01. 
scheduled time. 


Result Questionable. 
If Congress follows Wilson's advict 
and sits back to let Mexico fight i 
out until one side or the other win: 
or actually requests the good officet 
of the United States it is considerei 
barely 
possible 
some 
nation 
will 
step m and take a hand itself. It 01 
the otner hand Congress decides tc 
take the initiative it will find opposi 
tion from the president and his ciosi 
followers who will follow out 
Wi. 
son's plans for non interference an. 
aii embrago on all arms and mun. 
f.'ons of war being shipped into th 
country. 


Wilson's Speech. 
"It is clearly my duty to lay before 
you very fully and without reservation 
the facts concerning our present rela- 
tions with the republic of Mexico. The 
deplorable conditions of 
affairs 
in 
Mexico 1 need not describe, but 
I 
deem it my duty to speak very frankly 
of what this government has 
done 
and should seek to do in fulfillment of 
its obligations to Mexico herself as a 
friend and neighbor and to American 
citizens whose lives and vital inter- 
ests are readily affected by the dis- 
tressed condition beyond our Southern 
border. 
To-uch Us Closely. 
"These conditions touch 
us 
very 
closely. Not merely because they lie 
at our very doors, that 
of course 
makes us more vividly and more con- 
scious of them, and every instinct of 
neighborly interest and sympathy is 
aroused and quickened by them; but 
that is only one element in the de- 
termination of our duty. We are glad 
to call ourselves the friend of Mexico 
and we shall, I hope have many 
an 
occasion in happier times as well as 
in these days of trouble and confusion 
to show that our friendship is genuine 
and disinterested, capable of sacrifice 
and ever generous manifestation. 
Peace For Mexico. 
"Peace, prosperity and contentment 


of Mexico mean more, much more to 
us, than merely an enlarged field for 
our commerce and enterprise. 
They 
mean an enlargement of the field of 


on the decision of Mexico, and that de- 
velopments can be found and lasting 
only if it can produce genuine free- 
dom and a just and organized govern- 
ment founded upon law. Only so can 
it be peaceful or fruitful of the bene- 
fits of peace. 


A Great Future. 


"Mexico has a great, 
an 
enviable 
future before her if only she choose 
and attain paths of honest constitu- 
tional government. The present cir- 
cumstances of the republic I deeply 
regret to say do not seem to promise 
even the fondations of such a peace. 
We have waited many months, months 
full of peril and anxiety for the con- 
ditions there to improve 
and they 
have not improved. They have grown 
worse rather, the territory controlled 
by the provincial 
authorities 
has 
grown smaller not larger. The pros- 
pect of the pacification of the country 
even by arms, has 
seemed to grow 
more and more remote and its pacifi- 
cation by authorities of the capitol is 
evidently impossible by any 
other 
means than force. 


Many Difficulties. 
"Difficulties more and 
more 
en- 
tangle those who constitute the legis- 
lative government 
of the 
republic. 
They have not made good their.claims 
in fact. 
Their success in the field has 
proven only temporary. 
War disor- 
der devastation and confusion, seem 
to have become the certain fortunes 
of the distressed country. As friends 
we could wait no longer for a solution 
which every 
week seems 
further 
away. 
It was our duty at least 
to 


off our good offices—to offer to as- 
sist, if we might, in affecting some 
arrangement which would bring peace 
and set up some universally acknowl- 
edged political authority there. 
Lind's Mission. 
The president then referred to the 
mission of John Lind personal repre- 
sentative at Mexico City and told in 
detail the instructions given to Mr. 
Lind. Continuing the president said: 
"The Government of the 
United 
States will be glad to play any part 
in this settlement 
if 
in 
carrying 
out which it can play honorably con- 
; sistently 
and 
with 
international 
'rights. It pledges itself to recognize 
and in every way possible and proper 
to assist the administration so chosen 
and set up in Mexico in the way sug- 
gested. 


No Reason. 
"Taking all into consideration 
the 
government of the United States can 
see no reason 
sufficient 
to justify 
those who are taking charge of affairs 
to decline the offices 
of friendship 
thus offered. 
Can Mexico give the 
civilized world a satisfactory reason 
for rejecting our good offices? If Mex- 
ico can suggest any better way in 
which to show our 
friendship and 
serve the people of Mexico, and meet 
our international obligations, we are 
more than willing to consider the sug- 
gestion. 


Praises Lind. 
"Mr. Lind executed his delicate and 
difficult mission with 
tact, firmness 
and good judgment and made it clear 
to authorities that the benefit of Mex- 
ico was not only the purpose of his 
visit but also the spirit in which 
he 
had -'undertaken, 
but the 
proposals 
which he submitted, were rejected, in 
a note, the full text of which I take 
the liberty of laying before you." 
Had Been Mislead. 
"I am lead to 
believe that 
they 
were rejectedl partly because the an 
thorities at 
Mexico City had 
been 
grossly misinformed and. mislead up 
on two points. They did not realize 
the spirit of the American people in 
chis matter, their earnest friendliness 
and yet 
sober 
determination tnat 
some solution 
of the Mexican dim' 
culty could be arrived at and the) 
did not believe the present adminis- 
tration spoke through John Lino for 
cfie people of the United States. 
The Effect. 
The effect of tiifs 
misunderstand- 
ing on their part is to. leave them 
singularly isolated and without frienrlb 
who can effectually 
aid 
them. 
So 
long as this misunderstanding con- 
anues we can only await their time 
of awakening to tne 
realization 
ot 
the tacts. We cannot thrust our good 
offices upon them 


More Time. 
The situation must be given a lit- 
tle more time to work itself out from 
new circumstances and I think that 
only a little while will be necessary 
as "the circumstances are new. The 
fact of our friendship 
makes 
them 
new and will 
inevitably bring 
its 
only alteration in the whole aspect 
of affairs. 
Actual condition of the 
authorities of Mexico will presently 
be revealed.

"Meanwhile what is it our duty tc 


! do? 
Clearly everything we clo mr.tt 


I be rooted in patience and done with 
calm and 
disintersted deliberation 
Impatience on our 
part 
would be 
childish and would be fraught with 
every risk of wrong and folly. 
We 
are forced to 
exercise the self re 
straint of a really great nation which 
realizes its own strength and scorns 
tc use it. It was our duty to offer 
our active assistance, it is now our 


'. duty to show 
what true neutrality 
: will" enable the peop'e of Mexico 10 
set their

right 
and 
await 
further 
opportunity 
to 
offer 
our 


friendly counsel. 


Door Not Closed. 
The door is not closed against the 
initiative of Mexico nor upon our own 
efforts to bring out of the confusion 
a better condition by co-operation. 


Will be Active. 
"While we wait the contest of riv- 


been suppressed and disappointed and 
with whom we deeply sympathize. 
To Show Friendship. 
"We shall yet prove to the Mexican 
people that we know 
how to serve 
them without first thinking how we 
shall serve ourselves. 
But we are 
not the only friends of Mexico; the 
whole world desires her 
peace

progress, and the whole world is inter- 
ested as never before. 
Mexico lies 
at last where all the world looks on 
Central America is about to be cut by 
the great route of the world trade and 
intercourse runing free from ocean to 
ocean across the isthmus. The future 
has much in store for Mexico as for 
all the states of Central America, but 
the best gifts can come to her only 
if she be ready and willing to receive 
them and to enjoy them honorably.

No Aid. 
"For the rest I deem it my duty to 
exercise the authority confererd up- 
on me by law of March 4, 1912, to 
see to it that neither side of the strug- 
gle now going on in Mexico receive 
any aid from this side of the border. 
I shall assume the best practice of all 
nations in matters 
of neutrality by 


forbidding the 
exportation of arms, 
ammunition of war of any kind from 
the United States, to any part oC the 
republic of Mexico by a policy sug- 
gested by several interesting preced- 
ents and many manifested considera- 
tions of practical 
expediencies ^e 
cannot under 
the circumstances be- 
come the partisans of either party in 
the contest that now distresses Mex- 
ico nor become 
the virtual umpire 
between them. 


Backed by Powers. 


"T am happy to say that several of 
the 
greatest 
governments 
of 
the 
world have given this government the 
generous moral support in urging up- 
on the provincial authorities in t.'ue 
cept our preferred go.ocl offices in the 
spirit in which they were made. 
Open to Resumption. 
Negotiations for friendly mediation 


of tho United States are open to re- 
sumption at any 
time 
upon either 
the initiative of this government or

American proposals. It was signed by 
foreign minister Gamboa and suggest 
ed the following policy for the United 
States.

Not Paralleled.

the president entered the house and 
took his stand at the desk of Sppak- 
°r Clark on the p'atform beside Vice 
President Marshall. 
The nresident. attired in a conven- 
tional black frock suit caused a luisl' 
in the large audience when he took 
his place and began the reading of 
his address in the easy conversation- 
al tone for which lie is noted. 
President Wilson said that as a 
friend this country 
could 
wait no 
longer for a po'ution of the affairs of 
i sister republic. 
President Wilson 
read his instructions to John Lind. 
The Instructions. 


"All America cries for a settlement" 
was the note John Lind bore to Mexi- 
co. The president emphatically placed 
the execution of his mission by Mr. 
Lind and said he was lead to believp 
hhat the Huerta eavenimpnt rejec-V-rl 
the American proposals because the 
authorities at Mexico City had been 
grossly misinformp.d a.nd mislead" iin 
on the snirit of the American people 
'n the matter and upon the mistak- 
en be'ief that the present administra- 
tion did not speak for the people of 
the United States. 
So loner as this 
condition exists, continued 'the pres- 
ident, this nation can only await tho 
time of the awakeninc; of their reali- 
zation to the real facts. 
Senior Gamboa's note was appended 
to the president's address but was not 
read by the president, but furnished 
to Congress as .a printed document. 


Solemn Occasion. 
Mrs. Wilson and her daughters and 
Secretary Bryan had taken places in 
:he executive gallery and other mem- 
bers of the cabinet had taken places 
on the floor of the house. Every head 
n the chamber was 
bowed and the 
solemnity of the occasion was most 
impressive as House Chaplain Reyer- j 
end Henry D. Douden in his opening I 
prayer said: 
"Rule thou in the hearts 


3f all rulers and sway the minds of 
these, thy servants, that as a nation 
we may move forward to all that is 
oure and noble and united so that 
;he people of the world shall recog- 
nize the purity of our motives." 
Was Applauded. 
A volley of applause 
rang out as 
the President appeared on the plat- 
form and he plunged into his message 
without delay and with a bow of ac- 
knowledgment of greeting he finished 
reading at 1:20 o'clock. Another roar 
of applause broke out and all stood 
in the galleries while the president 
ieft the chamber and started back to 
the White House.

Regions Are Found in Serious 


Condition by Relief Ships. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 


Christ Church, New Zealand, Aug. 
27.—Relief arrived just in the nick of 
time to save the lives of Dr. Douglas 
Mawson, the Australian antarctic ex- 
plorer, and his five companions who 
were left in March 
on 
Matquarie 
Island in the Antarctic ocean. 
When the remaining 
twenty-four 
men of Dr. Mawson's expedition 
re- 
turned to Tremania six men were left 
and ample provisions to last them un- 
till spring. Word came from a gov- 
ernment steamer that the 
explorer 
had exhausted all their supplies and 
had been living for some time on the 
hearts and tongues of sea elephants. 
All of the men were weak when the 
relinf ship reached them. 
Dr. Mawson's expedition has been 
unfortunate in losing by leath two of 
its members owing to accidents on 
the ice, Lieut. Minnis, an 
English 
army officer, and Dr. Xavier Mert, a 
Swiss scientist. 
The original expe- 


dition left Hobart, Tasmania, on De- 
cember 2, 1911, its principal object 
being an exploration and survey of the 
Antarctic coast line. 
When the Aurora went to take ex- 
pedition back early this year the ves- 
sel was forced to leave before taking 
on Dr. Maxon and five of his compan- 
ions as he 
was in danger of being 


crushed, by ice. 


STATE WILL ENFORCE 


APPRENTICESHIP LAW 


Field Representative of Commission 


In La/Crosse Taking Steps to 


Bring About 
Compliance. 


Enforcement of the provisions of 
the apprenticeship law, passed by the 
legislature in 1911, which has been 
almost entirely ignored by manufac- 
turers and employers of the state, is 
now demanded by the Wisconsin in- 
dustrial commission. 
William M. Leiserson, field repre- 
sentative of the industrial commis- 
sion, is in La Crosse for the purpose 
of taking the first steps toward en- 
forcing the law in that city, and in 
the work about to the be undertaken 
he expects co-operation and 
assist- 
ance from employers hiring appren- 
tices throughout the state to the end 
that the latter may become 
more 
proficient as skilled 
workmen 
and 
the employer may profit thereby. 
Under the new Wisconsin law, any 
person under the age of 21 who en- 
deavors .to learn a trade in a work- 
shop in the state and contracts with 
an employer to this end, must have 
an agreement in wrting, a copy of 
which must be filed by the employer 
with the industrial commission. This 
contract must contain the stipulation 
that the apprentice 
shall not work 
over 55 hours per week, and that he 
attend a continuation school at leasi 
live hours per week. 
"Little attention has been paid to 
the apprenticeship law since its en: 
actment/' writes Mr. Liesserson, "but 
we expect to obtain full compliance 
with the provisions o f - t h e measure 
within a few months. To this end 
a. committee of 10 members of the 
Wisconsin Manufacturers' association 
and 10 representatives of the Wiscon- 
sin State Federation of Labor will aid 
the industrial commission in obtain- 
ing the names of employers hiring 
apprentices . During the two years 
the law has been in force, only about 
300 contracts between employers and 
apprentices have been filed with the 
commission. 


DIDN'T KNOW THE 
AGES 


OF HIS FOUR CHILDREN; 


IS DENIED CITIZENSHIP

who does not know the ages of his 
own 
children is not 
made 
of the 
right stuff for a good citizen of the 
United States, according to naturaliz- 
ation authorities here who yesterday 
sent home.

who 
applying for 
citizenship 
was unable 
to supply 
hat they regarded as important in- 
formation. 
Heller answered all the 
questions put to him until the ages 
of his children was asked him. He 
faltered and finally gave it up. He 
had four children, of that 
he was 
quite sure, but he did not know how 
old they %yere. 
Clerk of Court Denniston told him 
to come back after getting acquaint- 
ed with his family 
and knew 
the 
ages of his children.

OF MORTGAGE LOANS 


Bankers of Kansas City System Dis- 


cuss Another Phase of Currency 


Reform.

Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 27.—Re- 
forms in the currency system in its 
relation to farm mortgages were dis- 
cussed, at the conference of the com- 
mittee on 
agricultural

and education of the American Bank- 
ers' Association today. The subject 
was introduced when a paper was pre- 
pared by Frank Bailey, a banker of 
New York, was read. 
Mr. Bailey 
was unable to attend the meeting. 
There should be one or more banks 
placed in every state of the union, 
Mr. Bailey stated in his paper, where 
borrowers on mortgages having suffi- 
cient collateral could borrow money 
at the standard rate of interest and 
the rate of interest should be uniform 
in every state. The interest loan in 
money should be national in scope and 
chartered by the 
national 
govern- 
ment.

September 15—Sign of Passing 


of War-Time 111 Feeling.

Chattanooga, 
Tenn., 
Aug. 27.— 
'When the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic meets here on September 15 tor 
its 
forty-seventh national encamp- 
ment, it will be the first time in his- 
tory that such an encampment is held 
in the real south. It is true, one na- 
tional encampment was held in Louis- 
ville, but that city was really too far 
north and too far removed from the 
actual seat of the war to be consid- 
ered as part of the real south. It is 
different 
v>'ith Chattanooga, the im- 
mediate vicinity of which was the 
scene of some of the bloodiest bat- 
tles of the civil war, including Chick- 
amauga, Lookout Mountain, Orchard 
Knob and Missionary Ridge. 


Undoubtedly there was a time whe\ 
the selection of Chattanooga as the 
place of the gathering would have 
been fatal to the success of a Grand 
Army encampment. During the first 
fifteen or more years after the close 
of the war there was still enough of 
the intense feeling against the north 
left among the impoverished people 
of the south to make the selection of 
a real southern city as the place for 
holding a Grand Army encampment 
a matter of doubtful judgment. There- 
would probably have been no hostil* 
demonstrations on the part of th* - 
southerners — southern 
hospitality 


would not have permitted that—but 
there would have been embarrassment 
on both sides and unavoidable fric- 
tion. 
But time has worked marvel- 
pus changes. 
The old time antagon- 
ism has been wiped\out; great na- 
tional 
problems, 
common 
national 
dangers have brought the north and 
the south closer together; a clearer 
recognition of the mutuality of their 
interests cemented the fractures and 
comradeship in the camps and upon 
the battlefields of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war strengthened the bonds of 
friendship and loyalty between the 
north and the south more than any- 
thing else could have done. 
It was no longer a matter of doubt- 
ful taste and judgment when it was 
decided to hold the forty-seventh an- 
nual encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic in this city, but a 
•ecognition of the fact that the chasm 
once separating the north from th« 
south is now closed forever. Instead: 
of being embarrasseu by the choice 
of their city the people of Chattanoo- 
ga are delighted with the prospect of 
peing the hosts of their former foes 
'or a period of five days beginning 
September 15 
Ever since the an- 
nouncement of the choice was made 
the citizens of Chattanooga have out- 
done themselves in preparing with 
true southern hospitality for their 
visitors. 
Since the war the membership of 
the Grand Army has dwindled con- 
siderably and in late years the at- 
tendance at the national encamp- 
ments showed a marked decline. But 
here is every reason to believe that 
the selection of Chattanooga as the 
place for the encampment- will ha"ve 
d stimulating effect upon the atten- 
dance and that the number of mem- 
bers and visitors at th'e coming gath- 
ering will greatly surpass that of 
many previous national encampments. 
Correspondence -received toy Gen.

Army of the Republic, -Indicated ex- 
traordinary interest in. Grand Army, 
circles throughout the'.country .in the 
coming encampment.

Of even more importance than the 


tariff .measure now being debated in 
the senate ,is the proposed currency 
bill which is being debated by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 
An exchange in com- 


menting upon the subject says that 
since the days of Robert Morris and 
Alexander Hamilton, 
and 
notwith- 


standing 
the 
unsatisfactory 
and 


somewhat unhappy outcome of the 
"United States Bank enterprise, since 
the days of President Jackson, there 
has existed in the American nation a 
strong desire for a banking system 
that would have the great power of 
the government at its back. On the 
other hand,, and, up to a very recent 
day acting as a drag to such a senti- 
ment, there has existed widespread 
popular doubt as to the 
ability of 


statesmanship, under a democracy, 
to so frame a law providing for the 
establishment of 
an institution 
of 


this character as to afford absolute 
safeguards to the 
people and their 


institutions. 
Readers of this news- 


paper need hardly be told that those 
who from time to time have engaged 
in an effort to create a banking or- 
ganization 
under 
government 
aus- 


pices and control, partly or wholly, 
been subjected to severe 
criticism. 


and often 
to unjust 
suspicion and 


aspersion. 


A reason for this may be found in 


the fact that nearly all undertakings, 
of this kind, up to the present time,

And yet how seldom we do! 
No one with any

I have often 
heard the 
members

As I read this over, it seems to me that 1 am writing truisms. And

the self- 
evident facts, I am not at all sorry to have reminded them of them.

Dutch dishes which any cook will be 
glad to know how to prepare: 


Butter Semmels — Dissolve 
half 
a 


yeast cake in a quarter of a cup of 
vifLi-m water, stir this into half a cup 
of mashed potatoes and half a cup of 
sugar and let stand to rise four hours. 
Add one pint of milk, two eggs, half 
a cup of butter and lard mixed, a 
pinch of salt, and two and a 
half 


Quarts of flour sifted 
twice. 
The 


amount of flour varies 
somewhat. 


Knead until the dough drops clean 
from the hands, then put it in a warm 
place to rise until morning. Roll into 
a sheet a quarter of an inch thick, 
Brush with melted butter, cut in two- 
inch squares and fold the corners to 
the center, place two inches apart on 
a baking pan and when • very light, 
bake in a Quick oven. Fill the depres- 
sion in the center with butter and 
sprinkle with, powdered sugar -when 
serving. 


Bethlehem Cake — Mix a pint of milk, 


a cupful of mashed potatoes and a 
cake of yeast which has been dis- 
solved in half a cup of warm water, a 
tablespoonful of salt and enough flour 
to make a stiff sponge. Beat this well 
and put into a warm place until it is 
Very light, then add two well beaten 
eggs, one cupful of butter and lard 
mixed, a little more flour and knead 
until the dough drops from the hands. 
Spread in shallow pans a half inch 
thick and let rise, then make deep 
holes with the finger at equal dis- 
tances, and fill each one with a lump 
of butter and brown sugar. Dust cin- 
namon over the cake, sprinkle gener- 
ously with brown sugar and bake in 
a moderate oven fifteen or 
twenty 


minutes.

Dutch Apple Tart— Line a pie pan 


with pastry. Poel and halve medium 
size apples, remove the 
cores and 


place .the halves in the pan with the 
rounded slde'-up. Spread thickly with 
brown sugar, dot with butter, sprinkle 
with cinnamon, and' pour over them 
two or three tablespoonfuls of water.

Some of the Minor 
Violations 
That 


Happen Every Day in the 


Year Recounted. 


If every citizen in Janesville was 
arrested each time he violates some 
state law or 
municipal ordinance, 
jail accommodations 
would 
be ex- 
hausted within twenty-four hours ant 
the present police force would have 
to be enlarged 
at least five fold 'to 
cope with conditions. 
Through thoughtless deeds of law- 
lessness the majority 
of Janesville's 
citizens constantly 
become liable to 
line or jail sentence, 
although 
this 
city cannot be considered 
lawless 
one. Comparing it with any of the 
other cities of the country, and the 
number or arrests made here within 
a year, Janesville is realty what the 
judges like to describe as "a peace- 
ful community." There 
are 
hardly 
over any "crime waves," and the auto 
bandit is unknown. Just the same. 
the average man, woman- and child 
violate at least tw.o laws every clay. 
It is not through a disregard for 
the law, or any innate depravity on 
the part of the citizens to obey the 
law, but is merely carelessness and 
the fact that the statute 
books are 
filled with restrictions it would be '.in- 
desirable and perhapas hopeless to 
try and enforce. 
Probably one of the most frequently 
violated city 
ordinances 
is that of 
spitting on the sidewalk. There is a 
law making this punishable_ by a fine. 
There was a time when this law was 
disregarded generally, 
but of recent 
years the practice has been dying out. 
due probably to the campaigns which 
have been waged against the habit 
by health officers and the police. 
Another example 
of the disregard 
for the 
is the smoke 
nuisance, 
nnd while Janesville is not nearly as 
bad in this respect as the majority 
of. the industrial centers, yet the air 
Js often filled wih soot belched from 
chimneys in almost everv section 
There is also a law which makes 
it an offense f.or a person to wear the 
emblem of a society or order to which 
he does not belong, 
ypt there 
are 
pome 
who 
consider 
the 
practice 
"smart." 


TrafPc recu'Ptions are disregarded 
everv day in the week, especially in 
the downtown 
districts 
during the 
rush hours nnd the number of arrests 
mf"le are nil. 


Then there are the prjeed maniacs. 
Many are careless in turning conners 
anfl others on ke°nincr to the richt 
side of the rond. All this "irele^sness 
ic in direct violation of the rules of 
the road. 


It is unlawful 
t.o sell 
tobacco or 
liquor to minors, and the police are 
supposed to try to keep a close watch 
on this sort of thing, but youns hoys 
manage to get 
what they are aftei 
despite all the watching. 
It is a violation of the law to work 


on Sunday, and this law is practical- 
ly violated by every citizen in the 
state. 
The 
law does 
not 
include 
housework. 
To play cards on Sunday is als.o an 
offense, and to engage in any kind of 
a game of chance is a felony. Even 
to drop a nickel into a slot machine 
is an offense, and the owner of Lhe 
machine is equally as guilty. 
Cruelty to a 
horse 
is 
unlawful, 
either in driving the animal tot> fast, 
or in over-working, 
yet this 
law is 


habitually violated every dny in the 
week, and but very few arrests 
ure 
made. 
Selling tickets to a raffle is to run 
the risk of being sent \^ tlie peniten- 
tiary, and even 
children who 
sell 
chances in church raffles are commit- 
ting a felony. 
Thousands 
of men go hunting ev- 
ery Sunday in Wisconsin, and there- 
fore are violating the law. If the dog 
dies it must lie buried within twenty- 
four hours, otherwise another crime 
has been committed. 


It is a penitentiary offense for a 
man to complain to the police that he 
has been given a worthies check, and 
then attempt to hush the matter up 
upon receiving the money back. This 
is called compounding a felony, yet 
it is a law violated almost every day. 
To steal a ride 
on a railroad, 10 
jump aboard a moving 
train, or to 
try and persuade any 
railroad em- 
ploye not to wear his uniform, are all 
violations of the law and punishable 
by heavy fines. 


To neglect to provide properly for 
a wife and children is criminal aban- 
donment, 
and the 
penalty 
is two 
years in the house of correction, with 
no provision for the imposition oC a 
fine. 


Revolvers, knives of certain length, 
brass , knuckles, 
slugshots, 
bil'ies, 


clubs 
are 
described 
as concealed 
weapons and to carry any nl these 
articles is a serious offense and the 
ruilty person can be sent to jail. 
To "sic" one 
dog on 
another is 
laying the person liable to arrest and 
imnrisonment. 


Tlie charge 
of malici.ous destruc- 
tion of property or defacing of pub- 
lic pronerty can lie filed against the 
man who thoughtlessly 
scratches a 
match on the wall of a building or on 
a corner mail box. 


The inc.on?riiities in laws, the laws 
not obeyed and 
the inconsistencies 


of the statutes could 
be augmented 
in this list and make it as'long p.s 
desired. The list apears almost end- 
less, and new ones are being, made 
every day.

In the meantime the facts as to vl- 


j brations -were published in all 
the 


^papers; the dispatches and the rela- 
itions between McCarthy and Monsieur 
X exclusively in the Despatch—to that 
organ's vast satisfaction and credit; 
and the possibilities of tragedy in none. 


This latter fact was greatly to the 


credit of a maligned class of men. It 
is common belief that no cause is too 
sacred or no consequence too grave 
to give pause to the editorial rapacity 
for news. The present instance dis- 
proved that supposition. No journal, 
yellow or otherwise, contained a line 
of suggestion that/anything beyond 
annoyance was to be feared from these 
queer manifestations. 


The consequences on a mixed popu- 


lation like that of New York were 
very peculiar. The people naturally 
divided themselves into three classes. 
In the first were those who had re- 
ceived 
their 
warning 
from 
logic, 


friends, or the outside world; and 
who either promptly left town or, be- 
ing unable to do so, lived in fear. In 
the second were all that numerous 
body 
who, 
neurasthenically 
unbal- 


anced or near the overbalance, shut 
instinctively the eyes of their reason 
and glowed with a devasting and fa- 
natical religious zeal. 
Among these, 


so extraordinarily are -we constituted, 
almost immediately grew up various 
sects, uniting only in the belief that 
the wrath of God was upon an iniqui- 
tous people. 


By far the largest class of all, com-
